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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Each of the proposed independent claims lacks a significant portion of the previous version of that claim as 
submitted in the amendment filed January 16, 2007. The claims are therefore not compliant with 37 CFR 1.121(c) as they do not show 
the subject matter which has been deleted from the claim in double brackets or strike-through. 

Further, the limitations added which claims the fastening holes and fasteners to adjust the position of the shock absorber present a new 
issue which would require further search and consideration since this limitation has not been claimed before. Moreover, the new 
limitation of adjusting the position according to a "fastening level" of the fasteners raises new isssues as it is presented for the first time, 
and also because the "fastening level" is mentioned in the specification, but not described in such a way to be clearly understood, and the 
additional issue of a non-enabling disclosure would be raised. 
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
